Von 
"chmidt in hit tompUint tella a start- 
ling story of th« > tortareH he suffered 
while confine* im -Dr. Potter's private 
mad house. Ton Schmidt was confined 
four weeki in the home, and on hia re- 
lease was arrested at the instance of hia 
father and brother and tried for insanity. 


The court declared him flane, and this 


decision is the ground for the present 
suit, and 
also another for $50,€00 


against hii father and brother. Von 
Schmidt is a married man, aud hia 
•anity is a matter of judicial record. 
There never was any pretense that he 
was an inebriate, or that he was insane, 
yet he was confined for four weeks la 
the homo for inebriates. Hia offense 
was that while suffering from fever ho 
broke the windows of hia father's room. 


Von Bchmidt alleges that he was bri. 


tally beaten aud forced to take nause- 
ous drugs; Unit las breastbone was bro- 
ken by Dr. Potter, who knelt on hia 
breast to force him to take medicine; 
that big fingers were bruised, that his 
Bails came off and his teeth were bro- 
ken.

•trapped to hie bed, and the straps were 
4rnwn BO tight that thuy cut into his 
floah, causing permanent scars.

SBATTJ,B, October 27.—Sixteen persons, 


ten men, three women and three chil- 
dren, wore burned to death in the West 
•treet hotel early this morning. Thus 
far only ten have been iduutillod. They 
are K Uollumn. M. McSorley, Angus 
McDonald, O. Wilson, Mr. Anderson, 
Andrew Otternon, hia mother, Mrs. Ot- 
tcrnoii, Mrs. Huffman and IlLtlo son and 
•daughter. Thu bodies of four men, ono 
womau anil ouo child are yet unidenti- 
fied. They all are so badly burned that 
recognition la impossible. 


Four more bodies huve boon identified.

Martial Law Declared. 


FOBT GIIIBOS, October 27.—Martial 


law has been declared on account of tho 
depredations of outlaws, und IB enforced 
at every point in the territory. Three 
hundred Cherokee militia are in the 
field, while other largo forces of Indian 
police and United States marshals are 
-aent out in pursuit of the bandits 
who have torrorieud the country. Tho 
home of tho Cook gang is at Red Rock, 
and it if towards this point .that all 
forties are concentrating. A desperate 
battle is expected if the outlaws are cor- 
nered. Some are of the opinion that 
they have separated, andare scattered all 
over tlio country.

The ranch is rented by 
a Chinaman who had 7000 traya of rai- 
eine in the building, which were iu pro- 
fess of drying, and it is supposed the 
fire started from the furnace of the 
drier. There WHS about one carload of 
dried fruit stored in the packing house, 
beoides all the necessary fixtures for 
packing fruit. The total loss is esti- 
mated at $6000, with no insurance ex- 
cept on the buildimr.

TALK 


It Makes Many of His Hoar- 


el's Tired. 


BKWARDEB BY JUS ADMIREBS 


A United States Senator Who ia a 


Free Trader in Theory and a 


Protectionist la Practice. 


United States Senator Stephen 


White arrived from Porterville at noon 
yesterday, aud breakfasted at the Rail- 
road hotel with a number of representa- 
tive Democrats. 


In the evening, after the usual parade, 


with fireworks, etc., a mass meeting 
was held at the Barton opera house, 
which w*B well filled. The gallery wa< 
empty, however, save for the presence 
of three or -lour small boye with whis- 
tles, who frequently disturbed the pro- 
ceedings by putting the applause in the 
wrong place. 


Senator White spoke for nearly three 


jpura, and succeeded in sending some of 
JIH audience to sleep, while others 
yawned continuously and unaffectedly. 
The greater part of the Senator's argu- 
ment was devoted, apparently, to an at- 
tempt to reconcile his position as a pro 
lectionist in California aud a free-trailer 
elsewhere. 


Prior to the speech Mr. White was 


culled to the front und presented with 
a hiiuduomo eilver punch bowl on ebony 
Bland, bearing the inscription: "Pre- 
sented to the Hon. Stephen M. White 
by the citizens of Fruauo county, Oc- 
tober 27, 1804." The gift WHB in recog- 
nition of the Senator's services in se- 
curing the imposition of a duty on for- 
eign niiaiiiB and Zauto currants. 
In 


the presentation speech Mr. Church 
made a hit when he remarked: "Silence 
19 snid to be golden while silver is only 
speech. 
If that be so we are all of us 


prepared, tonight at least, to be re- 
garded aa silver men. In that respect 
at least we wait for theeilverof speech." 


Senator While suitably acknowledged 


the gift and referred to the mutter di- 
rectly connected with it. He spoke of 
his conviction, formed from personal 
observation, that the raisin industry of 
California is one which certainly needs 
to be foetcred and protected by a tariff, 
and ho laid particular Htress on the ne- 
cessity of placing a duty on what are 
known as the Zaiite currants, but which 
are undoubtedly raisins pure and sim- 
ple. 


The speaker then turned his attention 
to national and stale issues. Ho re- 
ferred to the fact that speaking on the 
mine platform with Mr. Esteo in a joint 
debate in that very house in which the 
meeting was now assembled lie had 
pointed out that a financial crisis was 
inevitable, this being tit a time when 
President Harrison was at the head of 
the national government and when nil 
the outward indications ot prosperity 
eeemeil to bo present. He attributed 
the election of Mr. Cleveland to tho de- 
sire of the people lo have a Btroii; 
tit thu helm in the
